Preservation Ordinance: 

Aajority Oppose Non

In recognition of both his 
50 years of teaching at 
Caltech and his 80th birthday, 
Norman Davidson. Chandler 
Professor of Chemical Biol¬ 
ogy, Emeritus, was honored 
with a three-day symposium 
this week. The symposium, 
“The DNA Journey from 
Gene to Brain,” was held 
April I to 3, in Ramo Audi¬ 
torium. 

Participating in the event 
was Henry Lester, professor 
of biology; Eric Davidson, 
Chandler Professor of Cell 
Biology; and invited speakers 
from academia and the bio¬ 
technology industry, who 
participated in sessions on 
gene expression, DNA struc¬ 
ture, genomics, biotechnol- 


property rights are being 
screwed.” 

One homeowner sug¬ 
gested there to be some perks 
for those who would volun¬ 
teer their home for historical 
preservation. The Commis¬ 
sion pointed out that with the 
implentation of the Mills 
Contract, the homeowner 
would receive significant tax 
savings. In addition there 
could also be a waiver of 
building permit fees. 

In the case of the de-reg¬ 
istration of a historic land¬ 
mark, 100 Suffolk, a motion 
was passed. The commission 
moved that the landmark did 
fall under the criteria for a 
historic landmark as cited in 
the present preservation ordi¬ 
nance. Therefore the request 
for de-registration was de¬ 
nied. Since the home was 
built before 1900, it should 
remain as a landmark of Si¬ 
erra Madre’s settlement pe¬ 
riod. The Commission’s de¬ 
cision in appealable to the 
City Council. 

The Commission was pre¬ 
sented with a staff report on 
the selection criteria pro¬ 
posed for the Mills Act. This 
act was set up to assist those 
whose homes are designated 
as a historical landmark. 
Three of the six criteria were 
passed by the Commission. 
These criteria include an ex¬ 
tensive interviewing session 
with the property owner to 
determine their intentions and 
the value of receiving this 
benefit. 

Secondly, the property 
owner would be required to 
submit an annual report speci¬ 
fying any changes made to the 
property and other items un¬ 
der the contract. This process 
would save time for city in¬ 
spection and the Cultural 
Heritage Commission. 

The third item will serve 
as a reminder to those persons 
under the Mills Act agree¬ 
ment. If there is destruction 
of historic features that are 
beyond a certain amount of 
repair, the contract will be 
ended. It will be the property 
owner’s responsibility to 
maintain the property as well 
as keep it in reasonable con¬ 
dition. The criteria will be 
presented to the City Council 
for their approval. 

Chairperson Mary 
Sullivan gave her ‘Commis- 
sioner-of-the-Month’ report. 


She cited some of the events 
she attended in the past 
month. Sullivan also dis¬ 
cussed the current develop¬ 
ment of a survey of potential 
historical designated homes 
in Sierra Madre. 

The Commission came to 
the conclusion that there 
should be a workshop held 
for Commissioners and the 
public. The training would 
include how to survey a home 
for possible historical desig¬ 
nation. With the combined 
effort of the Commission and 
community volunteers, a 
master list of homes could be 
created in a short amount of 
time. The Commissioners 
hope to submit a master list 
with the final draft of the 
preservation ordinance. Al¬ 
though a date had not been 
set, tho,se interested should 
contact Tara Schultz at City 
Hall for that information. 

Commissioner Richard 
Trader was appointed as 
April’s Commissioner-of- 
the-Month and will carry out 
those duties.

The Sierra Madre Cultural 
Heritage Commission held its 
regular meeting last Tuesday 
in order to further discuss the 
draft pre.servation ordinance. 
Once again, this issue was the 
main focus throughout the 
meeting. 

Commissioner Barbara 
Hester distributed another 
newly revised draft. Some 
changes were made in an ef¬ 
fort to explain preservation 
better. Hester used other cit¬ 
ies’ preservation ordinances 
as a guideline for some of 
these changes. She also 
stressed the mission of the 
preservation ordinance which 
is to retain the history, appeal 
and property value of Sierra 
Madre. Hester also remarked 
that this should he done in a 
realistic manner. 

Concerned property own¬ 
ers and represcnlalives of the 
Sierra Madre Citizens Advi¬ 
sory Committee seemed to 
carry one theme in their ques¬ 
tioning. That is, whether the 
preservation ordinance will 
make historical designation a 
volunteer or non-volunteer 
effort. Many citizens fear 
that if the process is to be 
non-volunteer, that they 
would not only lose their 
rights as property owners, but 
their house would lose value. 

The commission was un¬ 
able to answer this question 
due to the fact that they are 
presently rewriting the pres¬ 
ervation ordinance and that 
there still are other factors to 
account for. Sierra Madre 
Realtor Judy Webb-Martin 
spoke on her experiences as 
selling historic designated 
homes. According to Webb- 
Martin, these designated 
properties do increase in 
property value. Most people 
who buy these homes are do¬ 
ing so for that specific reason. 

The majority of the citi¬ 
zens in the audience were 
greatly opposed to any mea¬ 
sure that would enforce a 
non-volunteer procedure. 
Not only did they voice their 
opinions but interrupted the 
commission meeting with 
cheers or hisses. 

Kathleen Roach, a repre¬ 
sentative of the Citizens Ad¬ 
visory Committee accused 
the Commission for sweet 
talking the preservation ordi¬ 
nance, when in actuality “the 


ogy, and neurobiology. 

Norman Davidson re¬ 
ceived his Ph.D. from the 
University of Chicago in 
1941. He came to Caltech in 
1946 as an instructor in 
chemistry, became a full pro¬ 
fessor in 1957, and was ap¬ 
pointed the Chandler Profes¬ 
sor in 1982. In 1989, he 
served as interim division 
chair for Biology, and is cur¬ 
rently serving as one of its 
executive officers. 

In his re.search, Davidson 
created innovative methods 
to bridge the gap between the 


physical and biological sci¬ 
ences. He pioneered new 
methods in physical chemis¬ 
try, specifically for the study 
of fast reactions behind shiK-k 
waves and by flash photoly¬ 
sis. Later, he developed inno¬ 
vative new methods, includ¬ 
ing electron microscopy, for 
genetic mapping and for ex¬ 
ploring the informational 
properties of DNA and RNA. 
In his current research. 
Davidson is working on 
creating techniques for study¬ 
ing the chemistry and func¬ 
tions of the nervous system. 


A member of the National 
Academy of .Sciences, 
Davidson was a Rhtrdes 
.Scholar in I9.3S. was Califor¬ 
nia Scientist of the Year in 
1980, ami was elected a fel¬ 
low of the American Acad¬ 
emy of Arts and Sciences in 
1984. He was awarded the 
Robert A, Welch Award in 
Chemistry in 1989. and re¬ 
ceived an htmorary degree 
from the University of Chi 
cago in 1992. 

He and Mrs. Davidson 
have lived in Sierra Madre 
since 1946.

The Old Chair 


Remember Archie Bun¬ 
ker? Remember his favorite 
chair that he wouldn’t let 
Edith or the Meathead sit in? 
It was dilapidated but 
shaped to his body so he 
loved it.

I have a chair a lot like 
his. It is dilapidated but 
shaped to my body. I don’t 
sit in it much any more 
though. I’ve been threaten¬ 
ing for years to get rid of it. 
But, my husband likes to sit 
in it and my cats like to sleep 
in it so I’ve let it remain. 

We bought the chair 
some time in the early 70’s 
when I was recuperating 
from back surgery. I was 
just beginning to get about a 
bit and we had gone to the 
old Nash’s Department 
store on Baldwin. I had 
over-estimated my capabili¬ 
ties.

I spied a huge recliner 
chair in the furniture depart¬ 
ment.

It was delivered 
that afternoon. 

It sat across from the air 
conditioner and beside the 
heater. There was a lamp be¬ 
side it. It rocked, it reclined. 
It was good for sitting or 
sleeping. It had everything I 
could ask for and it was all 
mine. 


The first one to invade 
was my husband. He liked 
the air, the heat and the light. 
He was kind and would only 
use it when I didn’t want to. 

The cats were next to in¬ 
vade. It was just the right 
size for two obese pals to lie 
side by side.

“What do I do if an earthquake strikes while 
I'm driving? I've heard it can be a scary 
experience and I want to be prepared.” 

There are several steps and precautions th.it 
can be taken to protect yourself while driving 
during an earthquake: 

1. Gradually decrease speed and, if possible, 
pull off to the side of the road. 

2. Once you've reached a safe location, slop 
and remain in the car until the shaking stops. 

3. Turn on your car radio and listen for 
advisories. (Most radio stations arc prcpiired 
to broadcast emergency information.) 

4. Cooperate with public safety officers 
because they are trying to ensure your safety 
and that of others. 

5. Do not drive until it is safe and avoid 
overpasses and bridges as they may have been 
weakened. 

Other points to note are to avoid parking near 
trees, power lines, and buildings and do not 
stop on or under overpasses or bridges. 
Remember that after-shocks may follow the 
initial earthquake.

I t is not hard to imagine 
Argentinean author 
Manuel Puig’s novel 
The Kiss of the Spider 
Woman as a play, since it in¬ 
volves the development of a 
relationship between two 
men in a claustrophobic situ¬ 
ation.

pleasure. He lakes Valentin, 
and the audience, on his fan¬ 
tasy excursions. Aurora ap¬ 
pears Dietrich-like, Grable- 
like.

It’s hard to believe that 
Chita Rivera, who plays Au¬ 
rora in the production now at 
the Ahmanson, started her 
Broadway career as Anita in 
the original cast of West Side 
Story some forty years ago.

When she is not dancing up a 
storm, she is sitting in or 
creeping around a most im¬ 
pressive web. 

Juan Chioran as Molina 
brings the character from a 
childlike escapism to acquir¬ 



ing maturity and dignity. He 
also has wonderful comic 
timing, a relief in this often 
grim tale. 

Dorian Harewood as the 
bitter Valentin moderates his 
reaction to Molina from dis¬ 
gust to an empathy with his 
gentle and kind cell-mate. 

But how do you produce 
the appropriate spectacle in a 
dismal cell block? By sur¬ 
prises that look amazingly 
simple but have a dream-like 
intricacy very tricky to pro¬ 
duce. Director Harold Prince 
and his cohorts have given us 
a production worthy of Puig’s 
message of compassion for 
the people who have to 
struggle to be human.
